Claims 1-9 and 11-17 are allowed. 



Withdrawal of Rejection 



2. The 35 USC 112 rejection of claims 5-10, recited in section 8 of the 29 April 2003 
office action (Paper No. 6) is withdrawn in view of applicant's arguments on page 9 of 
the response dated 24 July 2003 (Paper No. 7). 

Claims 13-15 should have been included in this rejection. The examiner regrets 
any inconvenience caused by the error. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The reasons stated in section 6 of Paper No. 6 apply to claims 1-4, 1 1-12 and 16. 

5. Claims 5-9 and 13-15 are allowed because there was no prior art found that 
teaches or suggests the production of polyester bottles with crystallized bottlenecks 
using the steps recited in these claims.
